O make a defense for the Bible Society seems about as 

needless as to contend for the necessity for the United 
States Mint or Bureau of Printing. It never occurred to me to 
fill my mouth with arguments in support of such an institution 
as the Bible Society, for the simple reason that I could not im- 
agine any Christian worker challenging its right to exist and to 
be supported. Like the scholarships in our colleges, the Bible 
Society enables many, yea, very many, to enfoy the personal 
ownership of the Scriptures who could not otherwise obtain 
this inestimable advantage. Take China for instance. While there 
are many Well-to-do people in the church who are able to buy 
their Bibles at the full market value—and who do so buy them 
—still there are many Who, by reason of illiteracy or poverty, 
would hesitate to expend the money, not from lack of apprecta- 
tion of the Bible, but because they are not accustomed to buy 
books of any sort, and are ignorant of the advantages to be 
gained by possessing them. Hundreds of Christians in this very . 
region have learned to read their own language through the 
accident of having had a copy of the Scriptures sold to them: at 


a low price within their ability to buy.

From this it appears that during the month of 
March, 1905, receipts from the living were more than 
$5,000 less than for March, 1904, but for the whole 
year there was-an increase in receipts from the living 
over the preceding year of a little over $8,000; but 
when it is noted that the decrease in receipts from 
legacies is more than $45 000 during the year, the un- 
welcome fact must be faced that our receipts as a 
whole for the fiscal year just closed are $37,525.41 
less than for the preceding fiscal year. When it is 
‘remembered that we began this year with a shrinkage 


of $50,000 (in round numbers) from the average re- 


ceipts for the decade previous, it is very clear that we 
: shall need imperatively in the coming year a very 
: large increase to enable us to carry on our work on 
anything like the same scale in the future. We can 
only therefore appeal once more to all friends of the 
Bible and the Bible Society to consider these needs. 
As will be seen on page 76, in the report of the stated 
meeting of the Board of Managers, we are going on 


a 


with our work, but we could not do so without 
strong faith in God and in his people that they wil 
not allow this work to be further hindered. 


HE spring meetings of the great religious bodies 
are nigh at hand. The representatives of the 
Society will visit as many of them as can be 

reached, though many of them meet at about the 
same time. The two Assemblies of the Presbyterian 
Church—North and South— neet, the one at Winona, 
Ind., and the other at Fort Worth, Texas. But it is 
expected that in some way the work and its needs 
will be brought before them both. Perhaps there 
could be no more effective testimony than that con- 
stantly rendered by Presbyterian missionaries, es- 
pecially on the foreign field. 


E desire to express on behalf of}the Society 
our cordial appreciation of the many kind 
words and generous gifts which have reached 

us in reply to the appeals which have been sent out 
broadcast to the Society’s constituency, so far as 
they could be reached. Auxiliary societies, minis- 
ters, men and women in the churches, and sometimes 
out of them, have been prompt and emphatic in their 
expression of sympathy and their willingness to 
help, and we can, in addition to what has been writ- 
ten, in every case beg them all to understand that 
their gifts and their words of cordial good cheer are 
highly valued at the Bible House. 


E continue this month the publication of the 

Gould First Prize Essay. Our readers, we 

trust, will be interested in the pictures which 
accompany it. The Society has had ‘in its possession 
for some years an illuminated manuscript Latin Bible, 
believed to date from the fourteenth century, of which 
we reproduce a page. One of its pages con- 
tains an inscription evidently from its: owner at the 
time—“ Richard Gyllim, Yeoman of Stirrup to Charles 
the First off that name, King off England, 1652 ”— 
though the book is evidently much older, the pen- 
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manship}, being of amazing fineness, as may be seen 
under a magnifying glass. The Book of Job begins 
below the middle of the page shown in our picture. 
Over such manuscripts and books, now antique, but 
then the best that could be had, both Catholic and 
Protestant iranslators toiled three centuries ago. The 
story of the preservation of the Bible is one of fasci- 
nating interest. The books, “but especially the parch- 
ments” which Paul begged Timothy to bring with him 
to Rome, have had many illustrious successors. 


RS. KAJI YAJIMA, President of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Association, has been 
busy during the progress of the war in 

ministering to both the temporal and spiritual neces- 
sities of the Japanese soldiers. The picture on the 
cover page strikingly illustrates the results of the 
labors of these Christian women, Ten thousand 
“Comfort Bags,” packed in boxes, each one of them 
containing a New Testament, are shown ready to go 
to the front. Elsewhere will be found a letter from 
her referring to this work. 


HE Rev. Andrew Murray Milne, for more than 

forty years the Agent of the American Bible Soci- 

ety in South America, has been greatly bereaved 
in the loss of his beloved wife, who died at the British 
Hospital, Buenos Ayres, March 22, 1905. At her fu- 
neral, which took place at the hospital, there was a 
short service conducted by the Rev. Dr. McLaughlin, 
Dr. Fleming, and Dr. Monteith. The service at the 
English cemetery at the Chacarita was conducted by 
Dr. McLaughlin, the Rev. William C, Morris, and 
the Rev. Dr. Fenn. Both at the hospital and at the 
Chacarita there was a very large attendance of the 
friends of Mrs. Milne and of members of the congre- 
gation, evidencing the great esteem in which the de- 
ceased lady was held. Dr. McLaughlin returned from 
the Methodist Episcopal Conference which was being 
held at Montevideo to conduct the funeral service as 
pastor, and to represent the conference, which had 
especially deputed him to bear their expressions of 
sympathy and respect at the grave. When commit- 
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ting the body to the grave a few of those present 
broke out into the hymn, “In the Sweet Bye and 
Bye,” in which all joined with much feeling; this 
gave a tone of gladness to the occasion indicative of 
the Christian’s hope. A large number of ladies were 
present at the grave,a somewhat unusual event in 
that country. Mrs. Milne was well known and be- 
loved in the community in which she moved, and 
was noted for her consistent life and charitable dis- 
position. We deeply sympathize with her husband 
and children in this great bereavement. 


MINISTER in one of our western States writes : 

“Our churches have now closed their revival 

season with a very good feeling for each 

other. It now seems to be a very good opportunity 
to have a union service, and for our pastors to present 
the cause of your Society. This morning they prom- 
ised to unite for the first Sunday evening in next 
month, and to take a collection ;for the American 
Bible Society.” A revival is something like a thaw 
in the spring that takes the ice out of a frozen river. 
It sets in motion forces which belong to the com- 
munity at large, besides all those which it liberates 
of strictly individual and denominational importance. 
It softens all hearts, making them beat in harmony 
and yearn to unite in praise and prayer. It also 
warms feeling toward the .Bible, magnifying its pre- 
ciousness and the importance of making it widely 
It is only natural that churches which have 
experienced a revival should hold union meetings, 
and in the same outburst of love should arrange 
for the better support of the American Bible Society.

SOME JAPANESE LETTERS. 


W. feel that our readers will be glad to have 
these letters, which have recently reached 
the Bible House, illustrating the various 
phases of the ministry to the soldiers in both the 
Russian and Japanese armies. First there is one 
from Mrs. Kaji Yajima to Mr. Loomis referring to the 
sending out of ‘Comfort Bags.” The next letter has 
_ been translated from the Doshisha Journal, entitled 
“Taken Prisoner by the Bible,” and the letter from 
a Cossack officer, a prisoner in Japan, tells its own 
story of the power of Christian kindness to open a 
way for the grace of the gospel. Japanese and Rus- 
sians alike welcome the approach of those who bring 
them the message of the Prince of Peace. Finally 
comes a letter from Admiral Wiren, who succeeded 
Admiral Malakoff atter the death of the latter. 


From Mrs. Kaji Yajima. 
Toxyo, March 1, 1905. 

The total number of the ‘Comfort Bags”’ prepared 
by our small Women’s Christian Temperance Asso- 
ciation since the outbreak of the war amounts to 
33,000, of which all but one thousand were sent to 
the front, giving the soldiers both material and spiri- 
tual comfort. I have a thousand bags left on hand; 
and as new ones are coming, I cannot tell you the 
exact number of the next shipment before the end of 
March. 

Be that as it may, most of the seeds of the Word of 
God which are carried in those numerous bags are 
now scattered all over the field of Korea and Man- 
churia, where our men are suffering from the frost 
and snow. So we are praying to God that spring 

-may come quickly and cause the seeds to sprout, so 
that they may bring forth fruit in due time, some an 
hundred-fold, some sixty-fold, and not be picked up 
by the birds ot air or scorched by the heat of day. 

- But for the continued assistance of the American 
Bible Society we could not have done this happy 
work, and consequently accomplish the object of our 


association. We beg to thank you again for all this.

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I hope that you will pray to God that he may give us 
more workers to reap the fruit. 

I thank you on behalf of all the members of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Association in Japan 
(both native and foreign), and ask you for further 
help, for our work is not finished yet.

All which you will send, and the Bible above all, 
will be received by us with most sincere gratitude.

ANNUAL REPORT FROM CHINA. 

HE annual report from China this year has 

been prepared, in the absence of the Agent, the 

Rev. Dr. Hykes, by his assistant, the Rev. Dr. 
H. V. S. Myers, with the aid of Mr. Chas. F. Gam- 
mon, Superintendent for North China. The report 
is so long that it is impossible to give anything more 
than a mere taste of it. It shows the circulation dur- 
ing the year to have been 410,992 copies. A large 
proportion of these have been distributed by colpor- 
teurs, partly under missionary direction and partly 
under the direction of several superintendents ap- 
pointed by the Society. We can make room only for 
some extracts from the reports of Mr. Gammon and

the Rev. Alfred Alf; the whole report will appear in 
our Annual Report. The opening paragraphs are 
Mr. Gammon’s. 


There is now a spirit of tolerance among the peo- 
ple and far less suspicion, while a growing interest in 
Christianity as the recognized foundation of all prog- 
ress has been encouraged by many of the young re- 
formers, whose numbers increase day by day in spite 
of the persecution and even martyrdom they have 
suffered at the hands of the government. Even the 
government itself seems to be gradually adopting 
the ideas for which the young emperor was dethroned 
a few years ago. In most country districts the peo- 
ple are in a truly receptive attitude, but in Peking 
particularly the tokens of progress which we note 
are accompanied by a new idea (new at least to the 
Chinese)—that of progress without religion, or with- 
out Christianity. 

The war, which is still in progress, has brought 
Japan more than ever to the attention of the Chinese, 
and thinking men have been asking: “ Why is it that 
China is so very weak and helpless, while this neigh- 
boring nation, so small that we have always consid- 
ered her insignificant, has been able not merely to 
defeat our great nation, but has not hesitated to make 
war with one of the great foreign nations?” Nearly 
two thousand Chinese students have been sent to 
Japan at various times to seek the answer to this 
question, returning after more or less study to write 
to the native newspapers and to compile books on all 
subjects, revealing only the half truths they had taken 
time to learn and which are so dangereus. At the 
present time there are 1,753 Chinese students in 
Japan, and they are continually returning filled with 
revolutionary ideas and profoundly dissatisfied with 
the conditions of their own government. Their pub- 
lications are printed in Japan, where it may be safely 
done, and many of them are of such a nature as to 
alarm the Chinese officials with their dangerous 
doctrines. 

Rev. Alfred Alf writes: I have the pleasure to 
report on the Society’s work for the past year in 
South China. In many respects it has been a very 
encouraging one, Our colporteurs have been per- 
mitted to continue their work of distribution un- 
molested throughout the length and breadth of this 
wide and extensive territory. This is true even ot 
Kwangsi Province, disturbed by fratricidal war, loot- 
ing, robberies, and all their attendant evils. Not a 
single case of complaint of any kind in regard to the 
work has reached me during the whole year from any 
of our more than a dozen colporteurs, unless indeed it 
be regarded as a complaint that the necessaries of 
life are becoming dearer all the time. Yet that is an 
evil, if it is an evil, that our colporteurs have to share 
with the rest of the community, but which undoubt- 
edly makes their work much harder for them. -The — 
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health of our helpers has been remarkably well pre- 
served. Only three cases of sickness occurred among 
them, and those of only short duration. The oppor- 
tunities for distributing the sacred page have been 
exceptionally good. The total amount of volumes 
disbursed attains the high number of 81,148. Of this 
number 4,006 were grants and donations to schools 
and for distribution among students under the super- 
vision of missionaries ; 2,293 were transferred to cor- 
respondents for distribution; 408 were lost, while 
74,441 were sold by our colporteurs and myself, repre- 
senting Bibles, Testaments, and portions of both the 
Old and New Testament. 

During the latter part of the year we received a 
splendid addition to our working force in the per- 
son of an experienced preacher. He is an ordained 
preacher, and a very intimate friend of mine. I first 
began to learn to know him in Chicago about eighteen 
years ago. His capacity for doing good is of course 
far above that of the averagecolporteur. Accordingly 
we have assigned, or rather he has chosen, the most 
difficult work at one of the largest and most fre- 
quented temples of the city, called ithe Sheng Wang 
Miao, but popularly known to Europeans as the 
“Temple of Horrors,” because here the Buddhistic 
conception of retribution has assumed form, and is 
displayed by grotesque pictures, fanciful images, and 
cruel instruments of torturein all their awful hideous- 
ness. At the entrance of this temple inclosure and 
along the court or way leading to the temple any one 
has the privilege to take his stand, sell his wares, and 
speak to the people. Here our brother both sells 
the Scriptures and preaches the gospel to the wor- 
shipers. It is a center of attraction where all classes, 
sorts, and conditions of men congregate, and thus af- 
fords him opportunities of meeting people that.we 
otherwise seldom have. One day ‘while preaching 
he was assaulted and then carried off to prison, but 
as no sufficient cause of complaint could be found 
against him, he was released and allowed to continue 
his work at the temple unmolested, 

We have also found a temporary place for a de- 
pository with a native Christian druggist in a semi- 
foreign drug-store on one of the principal streets of 
the western suburb of the city. Many days I have 
sold Scriptures on the front steps of this place to the 
passing crowds. Between three and five o’clock in 
the afternoon seems to be the best time for reaching 
the people. On day I sold forty-eight copies of the 
New Testament in the afternoon, while on other days 
I usually sold from ten to forty copies, besides dis- 
tributing a few explanatory tracts. Our depository 
on Sha Men, the foreign concession, also deserves 
mention. More than fifty copies of Scriptures have 
found their way to people from there during its ex- 
istence. We have also the offer from a wealthy Chi- 
‘nese gentleman of a house in a village some distance 
‘out from Canton for a depository. We have not 
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learned the particulars of this offer as yet, but hope 
that they will be favorable enough for us to accept it, 
and that much good may result therefrom. 

Not very long ago a man who had been brought to 
Christ through one of our colporteurs called to thank 
me for the work of the Society, and in response to 
my request sent the following letter telling of his 
experience : 

“DEAR SIR—A few days ago I accompanied Mr. 
San Ting and called on you, receiving your complete 
instruction, for which I am extremely grateful. Truly 
this is a most benevolent work that you are doing. 
Loving others as you love yourself, you have crossed 
the wide sea to superintend the work of the Bible 
Society, and by sending men far and wide to sell 
your books you are saving us Chinese. For although 
a man may want to believe the Word, yet without 
the Bible to guide him he could not find the way. 
About ten years ago I heard that there was a Jesus 
Teaching, but did not know what it contained. I 
only heard men talking about it, and whether it was 
good or bad I had no means of telling. Fortunately, 
during the winter of 1901 Mr. San Ting Yue came to 
my district, preaching and selling the Holy Scriptures. 
I was at Pat Po (eight mile) Market when I saw him 
preaching and selling on the streets. I approached 
him and found out what the books were. At that 
time Mr. San Ting explained to me the outlines of 
the Gospel. I learned one or two things, but did not 
yet know their deep significance, After that I bought 
the} four Gospels and a Bible of him, and returned 
home to examine each in turn. In this way my heart 
was opened and I knew that the Gospel was the 
Word necessary for the salvation of the soul. What 
I formerly doubted became all clear now. At this 
time there were many others at my place who bought 
the Scriptures and several who examined them were 
able to understand them, and ‘the people wao sat in 
darkness saw a great light’; so that when Mr. San 
Ting returned in 1902 to my despicable place there 
were five men who accompanied him to Wuchow, 
were immersed, and joined the Baptist Church. Thus 
it may be known that the American Bible Society’s 
labor to save men is not without result. Because the 
distance from the church at Wuchow is very great 
and intercourse difficult, two chapels and schools 
were built, one in the Fu Chuen district and the 
other at Pat Po Market, in the Ho district. By re- 
ceiving constant care, the number of those who al- 
ready believed in the Lord was increased day by day 
continually. These results are evidently due in the 
first place to the superintendent of the Bible Society, 
and in the second place to the strenuous efforts of 
preaching and selling the Scriptures. But, alas! my 
province, Kwangsi, is very secluded and the people 
are ignorant. For although a large number have 
been saved through the Scriptures sold by the Bible 


Society, still the number of those who do not know 
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what the Gospel is is not small. For instance, in my 
Ho district of the Ping Lok Prefecture those who 
have any knowledge of the Scripture are very, very 
few. This, therefore, is my hope, that you will so 
widen your heart of love for men as to send more 
workers to Kwangsi to preach and sell the Scrip- 
tures, so that all flesh together may know the Gospel, 
the Word of Salvation, that both the wise and the 
foolish may receive the grace of God, that those who 
are far and those who are near may become enlight- 
ened. These are my words and thoughts. Truly I 
cannot restrain myself from hope. I pray that you 
will condescend and consider my request, which 
would indeed be a great boon. I cannot write all I 
want to say, but [ send you this.

A year later, this man tells me, there were besides 
himself four others who were ready for baptism and 
who joined the church. He built at his own expense 
two chapels, with adjoining schools, one at his own 
village and another in a larger place. All this, as he 
gratefully acknowledges, is due to the work of the 
Bible Society, and then adds his plea for more men 
to work in his ‘‘secluded province.” I shall certainly 
try to do my part. Who else will do the same? 


REPORT FROM THE BRAZIL AGENCY. 
HE following extracts from the report of the 
Rev. H. C. Tucker for the year 1904 will keep 
our readers informed of the progress of th 
work in Brazil: ‘ 


The work of the Brazil Agency for the year 1904 is 
not marked by any unusual occurrences or any special 
features. The operations have gone steadily along 
under conditions heretofore fully described in our 
annual reports and communications. The reports of 
individual workers indicate that faithful, prayerful 
service has been performed, and that substantial 
progress has been made in many directions. We may 
note at the outset the very satisfactory working of the 


Plan of the Division of Tertitory 
between this Agency and that of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society. This combination was fully out- 
lined in our last annual report, and we are happy to 
say that for another year it has worked well. It has 
in a measure lessened the territorial sphere of each 
Agent’s responsibilities and enabled him to concen- 
trate attention and effort for more systematic and 
thorough work. But by far the most pleasing feature 
in the working of the new plan has been the removal 
_ of that friction and unnecessary overlapping so fre- 
quently and unintentionally occurring under the old 
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plan, when each of the Agencies covered the whole of 
the territory. This harmonious co-operation exer- 
cises a very wholesome and suggestive influence upon 
the entire evangelical cause and upon the relations 
between the various Protestant denominations at work 
here. The report of this Agency for this year relates 
to work done in the whole or parts of fourteen of the 
twenty states of the republic and in the federal dis- 
trict. We may briefly review the field by districts. 


Parana and Sao Paulo. 

These twostates have a population ofabout 2,800,000 
inhabitants. The conditions effecting colportage are 
in a way more favorable in this district than in almost 
any other part of the country under the supervision of 
our Agency. A large percentage of the population 
can read, there are more railroads and better facilities 
for travel and transportation, less fanaticism and more 
freedom of thought and action in matters of religion, 
and more wealth and better climatic conditions than 
in other sections of the field. There are also more 
Protestant churches and a larger evangelical force at 
work.in proportion to the population than elsewhere. 

The regular colporteurs at work in this district 
were Raphael A. dos Santos, Jo&éio de Alegria, Caz- 
zulla Giuseppe, Odilon A. Farias, Theophilo R. de 
Castro, and Dr. Antonio Teixeira da Silva. 

We have had also during the year quite a number 
of correspondents who have put into circulation large 
quantities of Scriptures. Some of them have devoted 
almost all their time to colportage; others, such as 
pastors of churches, have had books on hand to fur- 
nish to persons who might ask for them. Some of 
our correspondents might really be classed as colpor- 
teurs, such as Georges Baatard, José Redondo, and 
others, The former has worked a large section in the 
state of Sao Paulo after a plan devised by himself. 
He has had Scriptures deposited with a number of 
individual believers and with young people’s societies 
in the churches, who have given special attention to 
distribution, receiving for their services a percentage. 
Monthly or quarterly he has reported their sales. 
With his personal attention the plan has worked very 
successfully and satisfactorily. 

In the city of Sao Paulo the Rev. J. J. Taylor has 
kept a good stock of Scriptures for sale in his evan- 
gelical bookstore, and, together with his assistants, 
has disposed of 1,230 copies. 

The work of several other correspondents and their 
colporteurs is worthy of mention, but to do so would 
be to make this report too long. 


Parts of the States of Rio de Janeiro, Minas-Geraes, 

and Goyaz. 

This section has an estimated population of 1,200,000. 
In parts of this territory conditions are similar to those 
described in the states of Parand and Sao Paulo, while 
in others there are no railroads, the people are more 
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illiterate, gospel influences have been less felt, and the 
conditions for colportage generally less favorable. 

The regular colporteurs who have been employed 
in this part of our field are Antonio Rodrigues, Alberto 
Garcia, and José C.da Cunha. The latter two have 
traveled most of the time on horseback and circu- 
lated the Scriptures among the people living some 
distance from railroads. Others of our colporteurs 
have at times during the year reached some parts of 
this territory also; and we have several correspond- 
ents who circulated a number of volumes of Scripture, 
one of whom, Felippe Weingerter, is a worn-out, re- 
tired colporteur. He has done good work in the 
community round about his home. 


Mr. Tucker then describes somewhat in detail the

Special mention should be made of another ship- 
ment of books from New York to Iquitos, Peru, about 
3,000 miles up the Amazon. One of Mr. Nelson’s 
workers was there to receive and distribute them. 
_ We shall hope to have at an early date a fuller report 
from that point. The work now developing at Iqui- 
tos is largely the result of plans devised wae I was 
on the Amazon three years ago. 


Mr. Tucker discusses, after some account of the 
| Bible store conducted jointly by the two Bible Soci- 
ties, the general principle of co-operation, and gives 
some account of the new revision of the Portuguese 
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Scriptures now being carried forward by a committee 

organized by the two Bible Societies. The first draft 

of the new translation of the New Testament was 

completed early in the year. Tentative copies of the 

Gospel of John and the Acts of the Apostles were 

printed for the use of those who were giving the 

Gospels of Matthew, Mark, and Luke careful study. 

Protest against the work on the part of a few of the 

missionaries having been made, the Bible Societies 

advised temporary suspension of the work, that am- 

ple time might be given tor more careful examination 

in Brazil, the United States, and England. This ex- 

amination has been made by the most thorough and 

competent scholars whose judgment could be se- 

cured. The translation com- 

mittee have likewise done 

most thorough work in carry- 

ing out their original plan, 

which was to take advantage . 
of all criticism and every pos- 

sidle suggestion for the final 

revision and editing. As a 

result the committee, with the 

approval of the Bible Societies, 

are now issuing an edition of 

5,000 copies of the Gospel ot 

Matthew. This edition is 

kindly printed at a merely 

nominal cost by Dr. Jose 

Carlos Rodriquez from the 

press of the leading daily 

paper in Rio, of which he is 

the editor, and this edition is 

accompanied by a prefatory 

statement which explains the 

history of the pamphlet now ~ 
issued, and asks for criticism and suggestions from 
all those interested in the perfecting of the Portuguese 
version, The value and importance of this publica- 
tion will be at once gue to all who are interested 
in Bible translation. 

Mr. Tucker then gives in tabular form the usual 
reports- made by each individual colporteur, which © 
will appear in full in the Annual Report for 1905. It 
shows fourteen regular colporteurs, who have traveled 


during the year 5,571 miles and visited 351 towns and...” 


villages, besides numerous country settlements. In 
addition to this, many of the correspondents of the 
Agency, though not in its pay, did regular and syste- 
matic colportage. From these regular reports of 


mileage, days of service, etc., could not be received 


so as to enter them in the tabulated statement, The — 
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total circulation amounts to 42 352, to which should 
be added some 1,620 copies that have gone out in 
one way and another from the store, but which have 
not been accounted for in the returns, making a total 
ot 43,981. Of these 6,450 were Bibles, 
ments, and 24,280 Portions. 


11,532 Testa- 
Only 11,049 are dona- 
tions, the rest being sold, though, of course, at very 
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small prices in many cases, and never above cost 
prices. One ofthe colporteurs, Mr. Jose Milan, served 
312 days, and most of the others from 150 to 250 days. 
We continue to send up our prayers to God—Mr. 
Tucker concludes—that the reading of these thou- 
sands of volumes may be blessed of the Spirit to the 
enlightenment and salvation of many souls.

CATHOLIC AND PROTESTANT VERSIONS 
OF THE BIBLE, 


LContinued from last month.] 


Il. 
CATHOLIC VERSIONS IN ENGLISH, 


HE average American takes for granted that the 
version authorized by the Catholic Church is 
notin Latin, butin English. Thisidea, however, 

is due to a lax use of the phrase “‘authorized.” By the 
rules approved by Pius IV after the Council of Trent 
every bishop had the right to authorize a version for use 
in his own diocese. Although these rights were often 
exercised in unison, yet the fact remains that there is 
no one version in English so authorized as to exclude 
others. In a Catholic shop may be bought authorized 
editions that differ. To understand this state of 
affairs we must consider the history of the English 
version which the Catholic Church has produced, 
Before the year tooo many parts of the Bible were 
translated into English from the Latin repeatedly, but 
the Norman conquest put a stop to their use, A 
new and complete version was published in 1382 by 
Wycliffe “with diuerse felawis and helperis.” It 
contained a few explanatory notes and alternative 
translations which the scribes wrote in a different 
hand, thus setting the fashion copied in our present 
Bibles of italicizing words not in the original, but 
added to complete the sense. A revision of the ver- 
“sion was soon undertaken, but, owing to Wyclifte’s 
death, in 1384, the work devolved upon other hands, 
being completed by John Purvey and published about 
1383. The higher clergy opposed the circulation of 
_ this version, desiring to keep a monopoly of Bible 
knowledge to their own guild; but in 1390 Parlia- 
ment refused to place a ban uponit. The bishops 
forbade its use; but the people read it, and the Pope 
ignored an attempt to discourage it. For more than 
fifty years it was freely copied, edited, and irresponsi- 
bly revised. More than one hundred and seventy ex- 
emplars survive, some being pocket editions, others 
elaborate volumes for the monasteries or the libraries 
of dukes and prirces, Its use fell off during the Wars 


of the Roses, and when printing found its way to Eng-. 


- Jand its seems to have dropped out of favor, and not to 
have attracted the notice of any publisher. Only in

the north did Murdoch Nisbet turn it into Scotch 
about 1520; but there was no press in Scotland then, 
and a newer version was freely imported within five 
years. Whether in English or Scotch, it has only been 
printed as a monument of the past, not for actual

popular use. Specimens of this any other early 'v ver- 
sions are given in the notes. 


Caxton was the first to orint any portion of thel 
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Bible in English. Jacobus de Voragine, archbishop 
of Genoa in the thirteenth century, had compiled the 
Golden Legend, a collection of lives of saints, which 
became very popular in Italy, France, Bohemia, and 
England. The stories of Adam, Noab, the apostles, 
and other Bible characters are mostly in the very words 
of Scripture; so when Caxton in 1483 translated the 
French version into English he incidentally printed 
part of the Bible in the vernacular. The same thing 
was done by Wynken de Worde. As a consequence 
the Bible narratives came to be widely circulated. 
These versions, however, were not deliberately used 
by subsequent translators, even if they were haunted 
by reminiscences of them. 

Catholic versions were belated in England; although 
before 1500 Germany, Italy, France, Flanders, Spain, 
Holland, and Bohemia had their vernacular Bibles in 
print. The Dean of Saint Paul’s in 1512 charged the 
Southern Convocation with neglect of duty, and 
Wolsey was so grieved at the lethargy and ignorance 
of the clergy that, with leave of the Pope and of the 
king, he diverted the revenues of many priories to 
found colleges. At Cambridge a Dutch monk, Eras- 
mus, pursued the Bible studies that resulted in the 
Basle edition of the Greek Scriptures, which he dedi- 
cated to Leo X, writing in the preface, “I wish they 
were translated into all languages.” 

Tyndale furnished the next.version of the Bible for 
England, but his work was so bound up with the 
translation of Luther that Catholics eschewed it; 
while the proceedings under Henry toward translating 
or revising were not with Catholic good will. For in- 
stance, in 1530 Warham and other dignitaries reported 
to the University of Cambridge that ‘‘the publication 
of the Holy Scriptures in the vulgar tongue is not 
necessary to Christians; and the king’s majesty and 
the bishops do well in forbidding to the people the 
common use of the Holy Scriptures in the English 
tongue. Events, however, moved quickly, and under 
Edward and Elizabeth more versions sy sastone as 
will be set forth presently. 

A final breach with Rome occurred in 1570, when 
the Pope excommunicated the Queen, This had been 
foreseen, and a Lancashire graduate of Oxford, Dr. 
Allen, had, in 1568, with papal approval, founded a 
seminary at Douay for the training of English Cath- 
olics. Ten years later it was shifted to Rheims, and 
there a translation of the Bible was at once begun. 
The preparation was long and thorough, as may be 
seen from the Douay diaries; but the project of giv- 
ing an English version to the laity was hardiy spon- 
taneous, as is evident from the preface to the ver- 
sion, or from the following extract from a letter by 
Allen: 

“ Perhaps indeed it would have been more desirable 
that the Scriptures had never been translated into bar- 
barous tongues; nevertheless at the present day, when, 
either from heresy or other causes, the curiosity of 
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men, even of those who are not bad, is so great, and 
there is often also such need of reading the Scriptures 
in order to confute our opponents, it is better that 
there should be a faithful and Catholic translation 
than that men should use a corrupt version to their 
peril or destruction ; the more so since the dangers 
which arise from reading certain more difficult pas- 
sages may be obviated by suitable notes.” 

With such motives three or four well equipped 
Oxford scholars, of whom Gregory Martin was chief, 
began the work of translating the New Testament. 
They used a good edition of the Latin, published hard 
by at Louvain, and revised the earlier English ver- 
sions, basing their work largely on Wycliffe and Tyn- 
dale. Other helps of which they availed themselves 
were a parallel Latin-English Testament published by 
Coverdale in 1538, and the original Greek text. In 
order to give doctrinal expositions of controversial 
texts, notes were added which were often of a vigor- 
ously controversial character. 

Plans, however, were lacking to publish the Old 
Testament, though it was ready for the press. But 
later, in 1582, the New Testament was issued at 
Rheims. The preface not only avowed the motives 
of the translators, but criticized rather severely the 
Protestant versions, and laid down sound principles 
for ascertaining what is the real Greek text. Seven 
years later it was reprinted parallel with the Bishops’ 
text by Fulke, a Protestant, who replied to the at- 
tack in numerous critical notes. 

In 1598 appeared the final form of the Vulgate, o¢ 
which Allen was joint editor, authorized by Pope 
Clement, and ordered as the standard for all trans- 
lations. In 1600, consequently, the Catholics reissued 
at Antwerp the English version of the New Testa- 
ment. As far as the translation is concerned, how- 
ever, it is little more than a reprint of the issue of 


1582, though the notes were augmented and rear- 


ranged. After revising the Old Testament version 
by the standard Vulgate, it was published in 1609 and 
1610 by the seminary at Douay, whither the institu- 
tion had returned. It appeared in two volumes, with 
fewer and milder notes, but with some longer “ Re- 
capitulations ” inserted at intervals. The second vol- 
ume contains 3 and 4 Esdras; but, as the issue was 
only that of the Old Testament, it was impossible to 
place these apocryphal books in the same position as 
they occupy in the Vulgate—at the end of the whole 
Bible. 

In 1618 was published a “ Confutation of the Rhem- — 
ists’ Translation,’ on which Cortwright had labored 
for twenty years, but it is not certain that it had much 
effect on subsequent revisions. The third edition, 
printed at Antwerp, agrees closely with the second, 
but is noteworthy as being the first to be issued in 
pocket size, showing that a demand for the book was — 
arising among the Catholic public. 

When Laud was repressing the |Puritans land tok: 
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erating the Catholics a fourth edition was put out at 
Rouen, and was followed soon by a reprint of the Old 
Testament uniform with it. Protestants also absorbed 
new critical editions of the New Testament by Fulke, 
parallel, as was his first edition, with the Bishops’ ver- 
sion. With this, however, publication ceased, no more 
copies being placed on the market by either party. 
Even when James II favored Catholics, nothing is 
heard of any proposal to circulate the Catholic ver- 
sion. It is indeed said that in 1698-99 the New Testa- 
ment was reprinted at Dublin, but the edition was 
apparently suppressed for inaccuracy. And as re- 
gards a Belfast edition of 1704, it is not clear what 
version is meant. 

The strength of Catholicism, however, was in Ire- 
land, with its center in Dublin. A priest named Nary 
felt that the old version was hardly intelligible, and, 
therefore, made a new translation from the Vulgate, 
which was duly approved and published by 1719. 
The penal laws being in force, however, there was 
not much demand for the book, and it fell flat. Yet 
its appearance ‘and authorization emphasize the fact 
that no one version had a monopoly among Cath- 
olics. 

The Douay Seminary, however, was roused to emu- 
lation, and the president, Robert Witham, prepared a 
totally new version, which he published in 1730. There 
were thus now three Catholic versions authorized, two 
issuing from the same institution. In this same year 
another Douay scholar, Richard Challoner, was sent 
to London, and soon made himself a name in litera- 
ture: his “ Garden of the Soul” is a classic. Inhis use 
of the Bible he neglected his seminary’s versions, and 
soon put out a fifth edition of the Rheims New Testa- 
ment, slightly modernized. When, however, he was 
consecrated bishop and advanced to authority, he 
undertook a more elaborate work. Calling in other 
scholars, he published in 1749 another New Testament, 
‘newly revised and corrected according to the Clem- 
entine Edition of the Scriptures.”’ In 1750 he pub- 
lished the whole Bible, and continued revising and 


publishing till 1777. ‘His work was epoch-making. | 


Newman says that in the Old Testament his labors 
“issue in little short of a new translation, nearer to 
the Protestant than it is to the Douay.” And the same 
high authority declared that “at this day the Douay 
Old Testament no longer exists as a Received Version 
of the Authentic Vulgate.’? Though Newman does not 
say so, Challoner dropped from the Douay the extra 
books, and adopted the list decreed by the Council 
of Trent. As to the New Testament, the third edi- 
tion differs from the;first in more than two thousand 
places, though the title-page gives no notice of the 
fact. E 

At that time Ireland was a separate kingdom, and 
enjoyed a regular Catholic hierarchy. When Chal- 
loner died, in 1781, a Dublin priest took up the work 
and published a Testament, “the fourth edition, re- 
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vised and corrected anew” with the approbation of 
his archbishop: it introduced more than five hundred 
changes into the text. Dr. Troy, Archbishop of Dublin, 
then took charge more directly, and in 1791 put out 
an elaborate impression with the same editor, the 
third whole Bible printed in English for Catholics. 
It links itself to the Dublin Testaments of Challoner 
and MacMahon by styling itself the Fifth Edition. 
To this work was prefixed the translation of a letter 
from Pius VI in 1778 to Martini, Archbishop of Flor- 
ence, commending his diligence in making an Italian 
version. The letter is often reprinted in modern 
Irish editions, and is a valuable commentary on the 
fact that subsequent Popes have suppressed the circu- 
lation of Martini’s version. 

Scotland appeared next on the scene. A learned 
priest had long been contemplating a new version from 
the originals on critical principles. Two volumes were 
published in 1792 and 1797, and were promptly con- 
demned by the vicars-apostolic on the express, ostensi- 
ble, and legitimate ground that they were not examined 
and approved by due authority. An authorized edi- 
tion was immediately issued at Edinburgh, but the 
copies were mostly sold in England and Ireland. 

In 1788 the primitive Rheims text was republished 
at Liverpool with the original preface and notes. 
It may well be imagined that its quaint diction pro- 
voked challenge, and four years later a new revision 
appeared, when the words ‘‘ancients,”’ “ chalice,” 
“ pasche,”’ “ penance,” gave way to ‘‘elders,”’ ‘‘cup,” 
‘‘passover,” “ repentance.’’ Four hundred such 
changes appeared to the end of Acts alone; while 
the notes were greatly altered, some being dropped 
and new ones written. Thus by 1800 there were 
circulating in the British Isles at least seven types of 
text in the New Testament: these two, two with 
‘Lroy’s approval, and three of Challoner’s revisions. 


In America, as soon as independence was declared, ~ 


a Scotchman at Philadelphia printed a Protestant 
Testament, and as soon as peace was certain several 
printers began issuing Bibles. One of these, Matthew 
Carey, saw the opportunity of catering to his nu- 
merous Irish kinsmen ; so he obtained the patronage 
of the Archbishop of Baltimore, and in 1790 the sec- 
ond complete Catholic Bible in English was issued, a 
reprint of Challoner’s 1750 edition, by the firm of 
Carey, Stewart & Co., at Philadelphia. Next year 
appeared Troy’s Irish text, which was republished by 
Carey in 1805 with the advertisement, ‘‘ First Ameri- 
can, from the fifth Dublin, edition.” 

The north of England has always been a Catholic 
stronghold, and at Newcastle appeared a careless re- 
print of the 1792 Testament. Dr. Gibson sanctioned 
a folio Bible at Liverpool, “ revised and corrected ” by 
two local clergy for a second edition, so as to coincide 
with Challoner’s last edition of the New Testament, 


and reprinted apparently in London with the sanction — 
of the vicar-apostolic. Manchester issued two rival — 


f 


- Catholics and Protestants. 
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editions : one contained an early text of Challoner’s, 
with his Old Testament notes, the New Testament 
notes being taken from the independent Version of 
Witham. This edition, by a series of accidents, lost 
its proper authorization. The other edition has a 
text which Newman describes as partly ChaHoner’s, 
partly Troy’s, partly original, despite its claim to have 
followed Challoner. It came into notice through its 
new set of elaborate notes written by a priest named 
Haydock, by whose name the edition is known. It 
has been reprinted at Dublin, Edinburgh, London, and 
New York with abundant approbations, but with nu- 
merous variations of text and abridgment of notes.

It is not surprising that the inconvenience of so 
many varying types of text should be felt. Troy him- 
self grew more conservative and in later editions re- 
verted somewhat toward MacMahon’s text of 1783. 
Attempts were made to bridge the gulf between 
In Ireland a schoolbook 
was printed with the consent of both Dublin arch- 
bishops, giving extracts from the Bible in both ver- 
sions on opposite pages; but differences arose and 
the book dropped out of use. In England a Roman 
Catholic Bible Society was formed by Bishop Poynter 
and others, which printed four large editions of the 
1749 text, with Challoner’s notes toned down ; but the 
movement was opposed by other Catholics and died 
out, the stereotype plates passing for a while into the 
hands of a Protestant printer. [2RES% 


_ Perhaps it was as a loyal Catholic offsetsto this: 
j tendency that an Irish edition appeared with a text 
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and notes based in the Old Testament on Challoner’s 
edition, but with the New Testament following the 
Liverpool folio of 1788, namely, the original Rhemish 
edition. This time it caught Protestant attention, 
and a storm sprang up ; the printer retired to another 
diocese and reissued the entire Bible wlth even more 
irritating adjuncts. At length Dr. Troy withdrew his 
approbation, and went so far as to sanction a large 
edition of a New Testameat absolutely free from all 
notes. He certified that the text conformed to that of 
former approved editions, especially his own of 1791, 
but it seems to be the only accurate reprint of Chal- 
loner’s second edition. The fact is that attention was 
then centered on the notes, and it is important that 
for once an archbishop licensed an edition containing 
none, despite the rules of the Council of Trent. Subse- 
quently, the same printer issued a tract containing the 
usual notes—not those of 1582—which was freely 
given away, and was of a size that could be bound up 
with the New Testament. Many copies were sold in 
London, and some booksellers pasted in a new re- 
script of Pius VII to the English vicars-apostolic, 
commending the reading of the Bible, binding in the 
tract, and altering the title to state that it was “‘ with 
Annotations.” 

Under Archbishop Murray, of Dublin, a new era 
set in. He approved a fresh revision, which approxi- 
mated Challoner’s early editions. Stereotype plates 
were cast which have been extensively used, and the 
text chosen has greatly influenced later editions. For 
instance, Newman shows that it has won the approval 
of the authorities in England and at Glasgow, Newry, 
Belfast, and Philadelphia. Yet, to oblige the commis- 
sioners of Irish education, he joined with his fellow » 
Catholic archbishops in approving the use of the Eng- 
lish Roman Catholic Bible Society’s plates for at least 
five editions. : 

Cardinal Wiseman well summed up the position 
when he said that of the current editions, nominally 
of the Rheims New Testament, ‘‘ many may appear 
rather new versions than revisions of the old.” Adding 
to the variety of the English texts, he approved an 


‘edition based largely on Troy’s later edition, but 


with a few original renderings. 

But a more important work was now under way. 
In 1836 Dr. Lingard had published, not a revision, 
but a new version of the gospels, with notes critical 
rather than doctrinal or practical. In England it 
made no popular headway, and simply illustrates 
afresh that there is no one English version authorized 
to the exclusion of others, provided all are made 
from the Vulgate. But in America it was taken 
as the basis of a new revision of the Rheims edi- 
tion by Francis Patrick Kenrick, then Bishop of — 
Philadelphia, who completed the New Testament in 
1851. He was encouraged to revise the Old Testa- 
ment, and the manuscript was unanimously approved 
by the Ninth Provincial Council of Baltimore in 1858, 
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which desired that a version for common use should 
be prepared on its basis. Archbishop Kenrick com- 
pleted the publication of the Old Testament and the 
revision and republication of the New Testament in 
1862, with a preface reciting these facts, and numer- 
ous original notes, critical and explanatory. Yet no 
further edition has been called for, and it is too early 
to say whether Spencer’s new version from the Greek 
with reference to the Vulgate and Syriac will meet 
any better fate. 

In view of these facts, it is plain that Catholics have 
been far ahead of Protestants in constant authorized 
revision. England, Ireland, Scotland, and America 
have rivaled one another at this work, till the fittest 
has had every chance to survive. Newman said for 
England in 1859, ‘‘ There is at present, as regards the 
Old Testament, one and only one received text, or 
very nearly so,” that being Challoner’s of 1750. 
Gigot in I901 agrees with this statement as far as 
America is concerned, and the Protestant Dr. Lupton 
in 1904 concurs in it without any geographical limi- 
tation. 

As regards the New Testament, the case is radically 
different. Newman found that the Irish copies mostly 
followed Challoner’s early editions ; the English fol- 
lowed his later editions, or Troy’s revision ; the Amer- 
ican introduced fresh novelties.. Since then less has 
been said about revision, but no uniformity has been 
attained. Lupton indeed affirms that Challoner’s text 
is the only one current, but a slight examination of 
editions taken at random shows that he was not quite 
at home in this detail of his subject. Gigot enumerates 
six types stil] current, one at Dublin, two at London, 
two at New York, besides Husenbeth’s edition of 
Haydock. 

Two remarks may fitly close this section. The 
Protestant Scrivener honorably vouches that “no case 
of willful perversion of Scripture has ever been 
brought home to the Rhemish translators.” The 
Catholic Gigot acknowledges “that at the present 
day there is really no one received text of the Rheims 
New Testament among English-speaking Catholics.”

New York, May, 1905, 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society was held at the 
Bible House Thursday, April 6, 1905, Theo- 
philus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President of the So- 
ciety, in the chair. ° 
The Rev. J. P. Wragg, D.D., read part of the sec- 
ond chapter of Ephesians and offered prayer. 
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Among other items of business was the making of 
the annual appropriations to the Foreign Agencies of 
the Society, on the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Distribution. These were as follows: 

To the Mexican Agency, $18,000; to the Central 
American Agency, $4,500; to the Cuban Agency, 
$3,500; to the Puerto Rico Agency, $2,000; to the 
La Plata Agency, $14,000; to the Brazil Agency, 
$14,000; to the Levant Agency, $35,000 ; to the China 
Agency, $34,000; to the Siam Agency, $2,600; to the 
Japan Agency, $5,000; to the Philippine Agency, 
$8,000; to the Korean Agency, for the year ending 
December, 1906, $4,400. Grand total, $145,000 

In addition to these appropriations to the regular 
Agencies of the Society, the following foreign appro- 
priations were made: 

To the Methodist Episcopal Church in Sweden the 
sum of $50, together with the collections and sales 
on the field; to the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Norway a grant of $50; to the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions in Austria, $400 ; 
to the Methodist Episcopal Church in Switzerland, 
$300; to the Methodist Episcopal Church in Italy, 
$400; to the Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions 
for work in Persia, $2,000; to the Arabian Mission of 
the Dutch Reformed Church, $500; to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Germany, $1,000; for work in 
Venezuela and Colombia, $250. 

Grants of books were made in the domestic field 
to the amount of $484.80 in all, to sixty-nine churches, 
Sunday schools, and individuals. 

An appropriation of $3,500 was made for the So- 

ciety’s Agency for Colored People in the South— 
this amount exclusive of books to be sent to the 
Agency. 
. Communications were reported to the Board from 
Mr. Lamb in Puerto Rico, Mr. Lopez in Cuba, Mr. 
Tucker in Brazil, Mr. Carrington in Siam, from Dr. 
Hykes in Japan, en route to China, from Dr. Myers 
and Mr, Gammon in China, from Mr. Milne in Bue- 
nos Ayres, Mr. Bowen at Constantinople, Mr. Good- 
rich in the Philippines, and Mr. Kenmure in Korea, 
the latter giving the record of the year to be a total 
circulation of 52,000 copies of the Scriptures. 

The following consignments were made to Foreign 
Agencies during the month of April under previous 
appropriations : 

To the La Plata Agency, 11,840 volumes, value 
$1,789.62; to the Brazil Agency, 27,818 volumes, 
value $2,311.35; to the Puerto Rico Agency, 738 
volumes value $62.04. Total 34,596 volumes, value’ 
$4, 163.01. 
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The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of March were 111,672 volumes.
